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1 . THE DEPARTMENT ANNOUNCES A 30-DAY MULTI-REGIONAL 
PROJECT DESIGNED TO PROVIDE SENIOR GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 
AND INFLUENTIAL NON-GOVERNMENTAL LEADERS WITH A BROAD 
OVERVIEW OF ENERGY POLICIES AND DEVELOPMENTS IN THE U.S., 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR MUTUAL DISCUSSION AND INTERCHANGE WITHIN 
THE GROUP AND WITH AMERICAN COUNTERPARTS, AND FOR TEAM AND 
INDIVIDUALIZED ACTIVITIES RELATED TO THEIR SPECIAL 
INTERESTS IN THE ENERGY FIELD. 

2. QUALIFICATIONS. PARTICIPANTS SHOULD BE POLICY-LEVEL 
OFFICIALS OR INFLUENTIAL NON-GOVERNMENTAL LEADERS WITH A 
BROAD INVOLVEMENT IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF MAJOR ENERGY 
POLICIES AND PROGRAMS IN THEIR COUNTRIES AND/OR THE

NOMINEES MUST BE IN POSITIONS INVOLVING BROAD INTERESTS
